“Yesterday,” the word which makes 
any poet begin dreaming, recalling 
memories of the past to imagine them 
“life’ again. It is the thought of 
yesterday which has given many dis- 
couraged men and women courage to 
face their present calamities. 


It was yesterday when we lived the 
happy childhood days of our lives; 
only yesterday when Mother rocked 
our cradle; soothed our bodies when in 
despair, and kissed away the sorrowful 
tears from our eyes. Only yesterday, 
Mother and Dad were a young couple, 
dreaming of the great future of their 
babies. Yesterday has taken its flight, 
and childhood is over. The children of 
yesterday are young men and women 
of today. That young couple of yes- 
terday is growing older today. The 
youthful eyes are fading; the shining 
hair is growing gray; and the sturdy 
bodies are getting feeble. An aged 
mother is seen by her companion’s 
side, and as they discuss things of 
this life, how could they omit yes- 
terday’s scenery? How could they for- 
get the darling photos treasured so 
greatly throughout the years—the 
smiling faces of their little ones of 
days gone by? 

A fair youth is seen struggling 
through life. Life today seems so dif- 
ferent from that of yesterday. He 
never realized what parents and home 
meant before. Trials and misfortunes 
seem to be his on every turn and he 
almost becomes discouraged with his 
present state of living. In deep 
thought, he sits alone in a room, 

hich doesn’t seem at all like home, 
and his mind takes a great adventure 
“pack into the years.” He thinks of 
home, Mother, Dad, and family, his 
many mistakes, the many heartaches 
he caused, his dependence on two of 
the best and dearest people upon 
earth. As he rehearses this memory, 
he is tempted to say, “Oh, if only I 
could live those days again!” I am so 
weary of life without Mother and Dad. 
He stops a moment and sighs. Some- 
thing is passing through his mind, 
perhaps a verse he is recalling from 
childhood. Before he hardly realizes 
his emotive state of being, he discov- 
ers himself a humble-hearted “moth- 
er’s son” again, and the verse he re- 
hearses speaking for itself: 
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“Backward, flow backward, O tide of 
the years; 
Iam so weary of toil and of tears— 
Toil without recompense; tears all in 
vain. 
Take them and give me my child- 
hood again.” 


Through the mist of such sorrow- 
ful moments, he realizes that it is 
only one of life’s battles to be fought. 
Yesterday has gone, never again can 
he live over days gone by. Matters 
not how he longs to be a child again, 
he must fight this life’s battle. Prob- 
ably home would not seem the same 
again; perhaps the dear angel mother 
or the precious father has slipped in- 
to another world since yesterday. Dry- 
ing the tears from his eyes, he real- 
izes this, only his dream; he can never 
live again days gone by, but must live 
today in such a way that tomorrow 
he will be pleased, so he will not 
regret his steps in life. He sets his 
eyes upon a higher goal, realizing that 
his life today determines his future 
tomorrow. I can almost visualize him 
on bended knee, as he lifts his eyes 
heavenward and seeks guidance from 
the Author and Finisher of faith. I 
can almost hear his humble prayer, 
“Lord, on Thee I depend. Mold and 
make my life beneficial to Thee. Help 
me to do deeds today, live and work 
for Thee, for J shall not pass this 
way again!” 

We shall not pass this way again!” 
My friend, may we, too, analyze these 
words with sincerity, as never before. 
Again! As we search for the defini- 
tion of this word, we discover its 
meaning as “a second time” or “once 
more,” thus bringing us to the con- 
clusion that we shall NEVER pass 
over the days of the past, neither the 
present day in which we are living. 
So often we hear such an expression,

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The first week of October your edi- 
tor spent in Chicago, attending a 
special call meeting of the Program 
Arrangement Committee, a regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, and the National Convention 
of the National Sunday School Asso- 
ciation. This was indeed a week of 
outstanding events. 

Ralph E. Williams, our National 
Youth Director, and C. M. Truesdell, 
associate editor Sunday School and 
Youth literature, were with me in the 
convention. Each went to different 
study groups, gleaning precious truths 
of ways and means to promote the 
great work of the Sunday School. We 
will tell you more about it later. For 
the present, our thanks go to Dr. 
James DeForest Murch, editor of UEA, 
Secretary of the Board of Directors of 
NSSA, for the following report: 

“CHICAGO—Sunday School work- 
ers from. thirty-five states and 
two provinces of Canada met in Chi- 
cago October 2-6, in the first na- 
tional convention of the National Sun- 
day School Association. Meetings were 
held in Moody Church, with audiences 
ranging from 400 in the mornings 
and afternoons, to 1,000 in the eve- 
nines, and 4,000 on Saturday night. 
The Saturday night session was ad- 
dressed by Governor Robert S. Kerr 
of Oklahoma, leading Southern Bap- 
tist layman and Sunday School teach- 
er. Chicagoland Youth for Christ 
and other evangelical organizations in 
the City cooperated in the meeting. 

“The delegates were of one mind 
concerning the necessity for the set- 
ting up of a new national framework 
of organization for the revitalization 
of the Sunday School. A constitution 
was adopted for the NSSA; officers 
were elected; the new Uniform Bible 
Lesson project was approved, and 
program of expansion planned. 

“Dr. Archer E. Anderson, pastor of 
First Presbyterian Church, Duluth, 
Minn., and president of the temporary 
organization, opened the convention on 
Wednesday night with an address de- 
picting the need for a new Sunday 
School association and giving a broad 
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outline of the program it should un- 
dertake. Other outstanding addresses 
were delivered by Bishop Leslie R. 
Marston, of the Free Methodist 
Church of North America; Dr. Harold 
C. Mason, professor of Christian Edu- 
cation in Northern Baptist Theological 
Seminary; Dr. Henry L. Smith of the 
Indiana State Board of Education and 
former president of the National Edu- 
cation Association; Dr. Robert C. Mc- 
Quilkin, president of Columbia (S. C.) 
Bible College; Dr. Clarence H. Benson, 
general secretary of the Evangelical 
Teacher-Training Association; Dr. 
Walter L. Wilson, president of Kan- 
sos City Bible College, and Dr. H. H. 
Savare, pastor of First Baptist 
Church, Pontiac, Mich. 


“Work-study groups and depart- 
mental conferences were held morn- 
ing and afternoon, and were largely 
attended. Sankey Hall was filled with 
exhibits of denominational and in- 


dependent publishers of Sunday 
School literature. 
“Probably the most significant 


action of the convention, other than 
the adoption of its constitution and 
ratification of its charter, was the 
approval of the new Uniform Bible 
Lesson project, which has been de- 
veloping since 1943. These new les- 
sons are prepared by evangelicals, 
built on evangelical principles, and 
are thoroughly evangelical in plan 
and content. An entire morning was 
given to consideration of the pre- 
liminary work already accomplished 
by the temporary committee and a 
thorough discussion of their report. 
The commitee is composed of Dr. 
Clarence H. Benson (Presbyterian 
US), chairman; Dr. James DeForest 
Murch (Disciples of Christ), secre- 
tary; Bishop Leslie R. Marston (Free 
Methodist); Dr. Harold C. Mason 
(Northern Baptist); Rev. S. H. Frod- 
sham (Assemblies of God); Dr. Rob- 
ert C. McQuilkin (Presbyterian US), 
and Dr. Robert R. Fritsch (Lutheran). 
The advisory committee of one hun- 
dred is representative of all the major 
denominations in America. The new 
Uniform Bible Lesson outlines will be 
released to editors, writers and pub- 





lishers within a few weeks, but wili 
not be made available to the general 
public until January 1, 1948. Several 
independent and denominational pub- 

lishers of Sunday School literature 6 

and editors of church and Sunday 
School journals have indicated that 
they will adopt and publish the new 
lessons. (A more complete statement 
concerning the new Uniform Bible 
Lessons will appear in a later issue of 
UEA.) 

“Between conventions, the work of 
the NSSA will be carried on by the 
new Board of Directors elected at 
Chicago. The board consists of Dr. 
Archer E. Anderson (Presbyterian 
USA), president; Dr. Clarence H. Ben- 
son (Presbyterian US), vice president; 
Dr. James DeForest Murch (Disciple 
of Christ), secretary; Mr. Robert 
Van Kampen (Northern Baptist), 
treasurer; Rev. Jesse R. Hastings 
(Methodist); Rev. L. A. Brown (Free 
Methodist); Dr. J. P. McCallie (Pres- 
byterian US); Rev. J. C. Moomaw 
(Mennonite); Rev. Ralph M. Riggs 
(Assemblies of God); Dr. H. H. Savage 
(Northern Baptist) ; Rev. J. H. Walker 
(Church of God); Mr. J. Clair Peters 
(United Brethren); Dr. W. L. Sur- 
brook (Pilgrim Holiness); Mr. A. J. 
Stewart (Canadian Presbyterian) ; 
Dr. Roy S. Hollomon (Southern Bap- 
tist). Mr. C. V. Egemeier was re-elect- 
ed executive secretary and Chicago 
was made permanent national head- 
quarters. 

“Much attention was given to a 
program of expansion, through the 
development of state, county and city 
Sunday School associations. Three new 
state associations were represented at 
the convention. Regional setup rallies 
will be held during the coming year 
at Boston, Omaha, Chattanooga, Den- 


ver, and Portland.” ¢ 
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Annual Address of the 


eneral Overseer 


(Delivered at the 41st General Assembly of the Church of God.) 


(Continued from last issue.) 

The great Pentecostal movement 
started without money, without church 
buildings, and few friends, but by faith 
they fearlessly declared the truths of 
God, disregarding the opinions of 
men. Almost everyone who received 
he Holy Ghost was endued with a 
Spirit of boldness and was at all times 
ready to defend the truth and give 
a testimony of the wonderful things 
that God had done for them. Great 
numbers consecrated themselves to 
God and dedicated their lives to the 
preaching of the Word without a 
church to preach in, and with no one 
to support or defend them. 

The greater per cent of these men 
were poor and from the humble walks 
of life. Many were common laborers 
and farmers, with very limited edu- 
cation, and there were few of them 
who ever thought of receiving a regu- 
lar salary. The opportunities to preach 
in old delapidated church houses, 
schoolhouses, empty store buildings, 
barns, brush arbors, tents, and pri- 
vate homes were accepted as privileges. 
In some of these humble places, great 
revivals broke out and many found 
their way to Calvary and to the upper- 
room experience. Small local churches 
were established, usually on poor 


r in some old building that was hard 
to rent for anything else. Talked 
about, falsely accused and looked 
down upon by most citizens and 
churchmen, they would not accept dis- 
couragement or yield to ridicule. They 
held up their heads and testified with 
great boldness and grace, standing 
firmly in the faith until multitudes 
took notice of their sincerity and went 
to the services to see and hear for 
themselves. Many who went for the 
first time to fight and criticize were 
convicted of their sins, fell at the 
altar, gave up their pride, consecrated 
themselves to God, and became one of 
them. 

Some of these small Pentecostal 
groups have grown to great organiza-

tions and have taken their places be- 
side other churches. The Church of 
God, of which we are members, has 
been one of the most successful. It 
had its beginning in the mountains 
of western North Carolina and east- 
ern Tennessee. A few humble people 
dedicated themselves to God and 
sought Him for a deeper experience 
and a closer walk with Him. It was 
about forty-four years ago when the 
first local Church of God was set in 
order in the home of W. F. Bryant in 
Cherokee County, North Carolina. The 
first General Assembly was held in 
the home of J. C. Murphy in 1906. 
At that time, there were not more than 
three local groups in the movement. 
One of the first decisions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly was that we take the 
whole Bible, rightly divided—and they 
declared themselves judicial and not 
legislative, which means we will not 
attempt to make laws to rule the 
Church, but will look into God’s Word 
and find those already made and seek 
to be governed thereby. 


The ministers sacrificed, suffered, 
and bore persecution to carry the 
gospel to the mountain communities 
of east Tennessee, north Georgia, and 
western North Carolina; and God 
blessed in a marvelous way. With the 
years that passed, the Church grew 
and spread from one county to an- 
other and from one state to another 
until there were several hundred lo- 
cal churches organized and many 
cheap frame church houses built. God 
called more men and women into the 
“whitened harvest fields” and our 
people were taught the blessing of 
tithing and giving to send the gospel 
to the lost world. 


As the Church grew and increased 
in financial strength, our vision devel- 
oped and the burden of foreign mis- 
sions fell heavily upon us. The Church 
of God was not designed in the Bible 
as a national organization, but an in- 
ternational one. We have felt the re- 
sponsibility of preaching the gospel to 


all nations, and have gone far in the 
accomplishment of this task. We now 
have work in about thirty foreign 
countries, with about fifty American 
missionaries and about one thousand 
native ministers and workers. Some 
thought, years ago, that we had 
reached our zenith in raising foreign 
mission funds, but the increase that 
God has given us each year, together 
with the “everwidening vision of the 
limitless’ harvest fields of perishing 
grain, inspires our faith, renews our 
courage, and spurs us on to accept 
MORE AND GREATER responsibil- 
ities every year. We must not limit 
nor distrust ourselves in the task that 
He has called upon the Church to do. 
Our field is “every nation,” and our 
responsibility is to “every creature.” 
We must not make excuses for any 
neglect of duty or failure in effort, 
but we must accept the challenge and 
say (and believe) that “We can and 
we will.” We must preach this full 
gospel message to every creature un- 
der heaven. 

This has been one of the most suc- 
cessful years of the Church. There 
have been 49,028 souls reported saved 
at our altars, 26,892 sanctified, 17,341 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, and 11,- 
391 baptized in water. In the United 
States and Canada this year, we have 
received 17,604 into the Church, and 
have a net gain in membership of 14,- 
537. Our net gain in the foreign fields 
this year is 8,705, which brings the 
total membership of the Church of 
God to 115,978. 

While multitudes of souls have been 
saved at our altars, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, the finan- 
cial barometer has continued to rise. 
Many fine new church houses and 
parsonages have been built. We have 
a gain in property value of $3,354,616.- 
23. This amount does not include the 
purchase of Bob Jones College for 
$1,500,000. Add this amount to our 
property value of $11,122,035.78 and 
the total property would stand at $12,- 
722,035.78. 

There was a time when the Church 
of God was pushed into the back allies 
and the outskirts of town. But, we 
have disposed of most of our back- 
alley property and moved uptown. 
Our ministers today wear good clothes, 
live in good and well-furnished homes, 
drive fine automobiles, and hold the 
general respect of the public, and 
their sermons are surpassed by no 
other group of gospel preachers. The

Where there is 
unity there is power and strength; 
where there is unity there is fellow- 
ship, love, joy, peace, and the other 
fruits of the Spirit. 

John was speaking of the person 
of Christ, and eternal life by a com- 
munion with God, and said, “That 
which we have seen and heard declare 
we unto you, that ye also may have 
fellowship with us: and truly our fel- 
lowship is with the Father, and with 
his Son Jesus Christ,” 1 John 1:3. 

“If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth: But if we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin,” 1 John 1:6, 
7. So if we are not in unity, that de- 
prives us of fellowship with one an- 
other. Then, how are we walking in 
the light? If we are not in unity, that 
means that there are divisions among 
us. 
Paul said, “Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the 
same thing, and that there be no 
divisions among you; but that ye be 
perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment,” 
1 Cor. 1:10. 

“Now I beseech you, brethren, mark 
them which cause divisions and of- 
fences contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned; and avoid them,” 
Rom. 16:17. 

We are told that on the day of 
Pentecost they were all with one ac- 
cord and in one place, and they were 
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filled with the Holy Ghost. The 
churches that have unity are soul- 
saving stations. 

I feel impressed to write a few 
words in regard to the Forty-first 
General Assembly in Birmingham. 
This was my first Assembly, and I 
would like to state here, especially to 
those who have never attended an 
Assembly, that it was a spiritual feast. 
Such a great number of God’s people 
meeting together, singing, praying, 
preaching, testifying, shouting, and 
praising God! It was wonderful to be 
in that number of people and see no 
signs of ungodly habits; no intoxi- 
cating drink, no smoking, no cursing 
or fighting, no big I’s and little you’s; 
but a joyful time with God’s people. 

The seven o’clock healing services 
seemed to be so good. Some coming 
through the line on crutches, would 
give up their crutches and go leap- 
ing and shouting. We can receive 
great blessings in our churches if we 
will forget our differences and divi- 
sions and anything that will hinder 
the Spirit from working; if we will 
get in unity and fellowship, and be 
humble and obedient, that we may 
accumulate greater faith and Chris- 
tian love. Then, why should we not 
seek the eight spiritual gifts as re- 
corded in 1 Cor. 12:28, which God has 
set in the Church? 

Jude tells us, “Earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once delivered 
to the saints,” verse 3. “Beloved, if our 
heart condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God. And whatso- 
ever we ask, we receive of him, be- 
cause we keep his commandments, 
and do those things that are pleas- 
ing in his sight,” 1 John 3:21, 22. 

“If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you,” John 
15:7. If we ask and don’t receive, we 
may not understand why; but have 
we realized how easy we can be out 
of the will of God and fail to please 
Him! It may be good to take inven- 
tory. 

I am only a layman, and would not 
have been permitted to be in the 
business meetings in the Bishops’ 
Council, to learn of the good work 
and the responsibility of ministers, 
but what I could hear from the 
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preaching and testimonies in the 
General Assembly, I feel more like 
sympathizing with them than ever 
before. They are worthy of more hon- 
or than they receive. It is good to hear 
the testimonies and messages of the 
older men, who, in their early min- 
istry, met with many trials and temp- 
tations; were shamefully treated, for- 
saken, threatened, and shot at; but 
through all their faithfulness, and by 
God blessing them to carry the cross, 
it is untold what has been accom- 
plished through their sufferings. They 
are looking for the goal. When we@® 
think of the skilled works, responsi- 
bility, and faithfulness of overseers; 
they should be highly honored. The 
faithful pastors and evangelists 
should be highly honored. 

“And we beseech you, brethren, to 
know them which labour among you, 
and are over you in the Lord, and ad- 
monish you, 1 Thess. 5:12. “Obey them 
that have the rule over you, and sub- 
mit yourselves: for they watch for 
your souls,” Heb. 13:17. “Let the elders 
that rule well be counted worthy of 
double honour, especially they who 
labor in the Word and doctrine.” 
t Tim. 5:27. 

As our pastors carry the cross and 
preach the Word, we should love them 
and cooperate with them that we may 
have unity in the churches. If we have 
prayed and asked God to give us the 
pastor we need, then let us believe that 
God heard our prayers, and through 
the good works of the state overseer 
God has provided for us the pastor 
we need. Let us show our pastor tha 
we appreciate and love him by o 
works and cooperation; supporting 
him with tithes and offerings, “For 
the scripture saith, Thou shalt not 
muzzle the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. And, The labourer is worthy of 
his reward,” 1 Tim. 5:18. 

Let us never criticize our pastor, or 
the evangelist. Our influence might 
have the tendency to discourage and 
keep some soul from accepting Christ. 
If your pastor’s personality does not 
exactly appeal to you, but he is a man 
of God preaching the gospel, cooper- 
ate with him in a spirit of love, treat 
him good. We all have our peculiar 
personalities; so let us not stay away

POWER IN THE BLOOD 


Saints and sinners in themselves are 
as helpless as was Job when the hedge 
of fire was removed. Satan can walk 
over operations, medicines, and every- 
thing but the blood of Jesus. Heathen 
who do not know that there is a devil 
may try “mind over matter,” or “med- 
icine over matter,” but the children 
of light ought to know better and 
obey James 5:14, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of 


the Lord.”—Earl A. Cripps. 
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“For the preaching of the cross is 
to them that perish foolishness; but 
unto us which are saved it is the 
power of God,” 1 Cor. 1:18. 


Paul wrote the First Epistle to the 
Corinthians to purify the church from 
partyism and immorality. The church 
had become infested with the evils 
which surrounded it in the licentious 
city. There were very few church 
buildings at this time, so the people 
met in halls, homes, or wherever they 
could find a convenient place to wor- 
ship. There were thousands of Chris- 
tians in Corinth. They were not one 
great congregation but scores of small 
ones, each under its own leadership. 
These small groups were developing 
into rival, competing units instead of 
cooperative units in the general cause 
of Christ. 

Some of the Greeks, in their pride 
of knowledge, were very boastful of 
their interpretations of Christianity. 
Then, on the other hand, the Juda- 
izers, who were Paul’s enemies, in- 
sisted that the Greeks could not be 
Christians without observing the Mo- 
saic law. Aside from this, some were 
rallying as partisans around one lead- 
er or another. The church was split 
into many factions, each one claim- 
ing his own belief. Paul said in 1 Cor. 
1:13, “Is Christ divided? was Paul 
crucified for you? or were ye baptized 
in the name of Paul?” He put these 
questions to them in order to show 
them that Christ was the right leader. 
He says further, in the seventeenth 
verse, “For Christ sent me not to bap- 
tize, but to preach the gospel: not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross 
of Christ should be made of none 
effect.” 

The preaching of the cross holds an 
important place in Paul’s preaching.

He said in Gal. 6:14, “But God forbid 
that I should glory, save in the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” There were 
many things in which Paul could have 
gloried if the cross of Christ had not 
blinded his eyes to the glory of every- 
thing else. As a Jew, he had been cir- 
cumcized the eighth day; he was of 
the tribe of Benjamin and concerning 
the law was a Pharisee, but he said 
he counted all these things but loss 
for the excellency of the knowledge 
of Jesus Christ. In order to gain 
Christ, he was willing to give up ev- 
erything he had gained in the natural 
order of things. To become acquainted 
with the cross and its proper meaning 
is worth more than one will ever gain 
in material things. Paul had a won- 
derful education but he did not use 
his learning for his own glory. The 
Christ of the cross is to be accepted 
by a humble heart yielded to God, and 
not by great learning. 

Even as a Christian, Paul could 
have gloried in his unique conversion. 
His conversion came about in an un- 
usual way, being struck down by the 
light from heaven when on his way 
to Damascus to arrest the Christians. 
But Paul rejoiced in his conversion 
and did not fail to speak of it every 
opportunity he had. He might have 
gloried in his position as an apostle 
to the Gentiles, or his success as a 
minister of the gospel, but even these 
were overshadowed by the glory of 
the cross. 

In Peter’s defense at the temple, 
when the people marveled at the 
healing of the lame man, he preached 
Christ to them. Acts 3:18, “But those 
things which God before had shewed 
by the mouth of all his prophets, that 
Christ should suffer, he hath so ful- 
filled.” Peter says they denied Christ 
and killed the Prince of life, whom 
God raised from the dead, whereof 
they were witnesses. 


At the glorious gathering on the 
mount of transfiguration, the chief 
subject was the death of Christ that 
should be accomplished at Jerusalem. 
Indeed all heaven and earth were af- 
fected by that death. Christ stead- 
fastly set his face to go to His death 
on the cross when the proper moment 
arrived. It was not a surprise to Him 
for it was for this purpose He had 
come into the world. 

A cross was an instrument of pun- 
ishment used by the Romans, gener- 
ally for the punishment of slaves. For 
robbery or murder, the Roman slave 
was stripped naked and crucified. To 
be hanged on a tree was to be reck- 
oned accursed, for it was written, 
“Cursed is every one that hangeth on 


holy Son of God, fared no better tha 

an ordinary criminal, for He was 
numbered with the _ transgressors 
and hanged on a cruel tree to die. Oh, 
what a shameful death He died, yet 
what great results were accomplished! 

The death of the cross is the most 
pre-eminent fact within our entire 
compass of revelation. The whole 
counsel of God finds its center in the 
Crucified One. The great message of 
the cross is perhaps often misunder- 
stood because of the fashion in which 
it is presented. But regardless of the 
presentation of the gospel of the 
cross, it will always be foolishness to 
those that are perishing. The preacher 
who has ceased preaching the facts 
concerning the cross has ceased 
preaching in the power of the Spirit 
of God. Dear reader, if you do not 
see the power of God associated with 
the cross, it is a sure sign you are 
perishing. The Christ and the cross 
are represented as one for they were 
nailed together. 

Christ’s death on the cross was 
predicted death. 1 Peter 1:20, “Wh 
verily was foreordained before the 
foundation of the world, but was 
manifest in these last times for you.” 
The Old Testament prophets, who 
spoke as they were moved upon by the 
Holy Ghost, clearly saw the suffer- 
ings of Christ. Isa. 53:4, “Surely he 
hath borne our griefs and carried our 
sorrows, yet we did esteem him strick- 
en, smitten of God and afflicted.” 
Zech. 13:6, “And one shall say unto 
him, What are these wounds in thine 
hands? Then he shall answer, Those 
with which I was wounded in the 
house of my friends.” Christ came as 
a servant to minister and to give His 
life a ransom for man. It was decided 


a tree.” In this we see that Christ, a 
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in the deep counsels of God that 
Christ should be given as a lamb 
slain for the sins of the people. God 
was allowing the Scriptures to be ful- 
filled when He allowed Christ to be 
crucified. The people, perhaps, had 
never thought of His death in this 
light until Peter spoke on the day of 
Pentecost. Acts 2:23, “Him, being de- 
livered by the determinate council 
and foreknowledge of God, ye have 
crucified and slain.” Then Peter told 
them to hope for the mercy that was 
provided for them through Christ’s 
sufferings. He says further, “Save 
yourselves from this untoward gen- 
eration.” 

It has been said that the heart of 
Christianity is the Bible, the heart of 
the Bible is the cross, and the heart of 

he cross is the very heart of God. 

Spurgeon said, “The heart of the 
gospel is the redemption and the 
essence of redemption is the substi- 
tutionary sacrifice of Christ. I have 
found by long experience that 
nothing touches a heart like the 
cross of Christ.” The cross of Christ 
is the most awful and the most 
glorious death ever seen. A man must 
be inspired by the Spirit of God in 
order to see the glory of the cross, 
for the prince of this world blinds 
the carnal mind from this glory. 

We are told that the death of Christ 
is directly mentioned in the New Tes- 
tament one hundred seventy-five 
times. To know the meaning of the 
cross of Jesus is to understand and 
know God and to glory in Him. By 
the cross we see the love of God 
exhibited. 1 John 4:9,10, “In this was 
manifested the love of God toward 
us, because that God sent his only 
begotten Son into the world, that we 
might live through him. Herein is 


} oe: not that we loved God but that 
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e loved us and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins.” Only God 
could so love a world of sinners that 
He would give His divine Son to die 
on the cross for them. His great love 
prompted the wonderful gift of His 
Son to redeem mankind, A holy God 
demanded a holy people, so sin was 
to be erased by the death of the cross. 
Even the wisdom of God could devise 
no more powerful gift than this. God, 
through love to sinful man, sunk His 
all in the transaction of the cross. 
This was no mere speculation, but a 
merciful expenditure of Almighty God 
for a definite, infallable purpose. God 
had no hope of saving men but 
through the death of His Son, so man 
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has no hope of being saved but 
through the power of the cross. The 
theme of the entire Bible is that God 
will bring the race of mankind to a 
success through the seed of a woman. 
This has been accomplished in part 
and will be entire when Satan is put 
down and Christ reigns supremely. 
By the cross, the love of Christ is 
declared. John 15:13, “Greater love 
hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for his friends.” 
Christ gave Himself the name of 
“Good Shepherd.” He did not come to 
destroy or kill the sheep, as the hire- 
ling sometimes does, but He came to 
give them life and to give His life for 
them. Christ’s love was infinite in its 
character. He prayed to the Father 
in John 17:23, “I in them and thou in 
me, that they may be made perfect 
in one; and that the world may know 


a JESUS { 
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that thou hast sent me, and hast 
loved them as thou hast loved me.” 
Christ’s love was constraining in its 
power. 2 Cor. 5:14a, “For the love of 
Christ constraineth us.” 

The extent of Christ’s love is uni- 
versal. Whosoever will may accept 
Him. What a glorious privilege! When 
we accept Christ, every link that binds 
us to the world will be broken and we 
can be free from the clutches of sin. 
The choice of acceptance is left en- 
tirely to the individual. God has made 
man a free moral agent and man 
must make the decision of accepting 
God’s plan of redemption for himself. 

By the cross, sinners are reconciled 
to God. The purpose of His death was 
not to induce God to love man, but 
that man might be justified. Man 
was under condemnation of sin, but 
he could be cleared from the blame 
of sin by accepting the Christ of the 
cross. We were lost, groping about in 
darkness, but Christ came as a light 
into that darkness, saying, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life.” Thank 
God for the way of the cross, for in 
that way there is light! We need no 
longer roam about lost, for the way 
is clearly mapped out for us. There 
are many people in the world today 
willing to wear a cross pinned on their 
clothes, but to have a personal ac- 
quaintance with the Christ of the 
cross, they know nothing of it. 

Surely we are living in the last days, 
in the perilous times Paul spoke about 


in writing to Timothy. If we observe 
the conditions of the world today, we 
are made to wonder just how much 
longer God is going to permit time to 
go on. I believe that sometime in the 
very near future the Son of God will 
make His return in mid air to gather 
the saints out of this world. Let us be 
ready, for in such an hour as we think 
not the Son cometh. 

By the cross, believers are separated 
from the world. Paul said he was 
crucified to the world and the world 
to him. Some modernists may think 
this a great calamity instead of a vic- 
tory. If so, they show that they long 
to honor the pleasures of the world 
more than Christ. We know we cannot 
love God and cling to the world at 
the same time. The devil and his de- 
vices are so subtle that only by the 
power of the cross can the soul escape 
his snares. Sin may begin in a small 
way but its course is deadly and, if 
allowed to continue, will drag men 
down to an endless hell. The wages of 
sin is death. We must separate our- 
selves from sin in any form. 

The salvation of Jesus is peaceful, 
gentle, and benevolent, yet its history 
shows it to have been assailed with 
the bitterest hate all along. The un- 
regenerate mind is offended by the 
cross. Its simple teaching offends 
men’s wisdom. In man’s thinking, he 
has power to save himself, so he is 
against the death of the cross as a 
remedy for sin. It is not in man to 
direct his ways, to walk righteously 
before God, but the blood that Jesus 
shed on the cross has paved the way 
for man to be reconciled to God, that 
he may have his sins blotted out. 

The cross is the strength of the 
Christian, for by it every needful 
blessing is pledged. Rom. 8:32, “He 
that spared not his own Son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us all 
things?” Being in Christ, we become 
sharers with Him. To receive Christ 
is to receive God’s promise that all 
things needful for time and eternity 
will be freely given. 

In the cross lies God’s remedy for 
all the woes of the world. There is no 
other remedy for sin except the pre- 
cious blood of Christ. Many times 
man-made mixtures are substituted 
for the gift of God, but they always 
end in failure and disappointment. 
Let me urge each reader to accept 
God’s remedy provided for you in the 
death of His Son on the cross. God 
bless each one.
